The place was very strongly fortified, 
and Nelson, inthe face of a fire of fifty 
guns from the batteries, 
attempted to 


storm the town by boats.

force which should have co-operated. 
A hundred and fiftymen were killed 
and a hundred wounded on the British 
side,

lost his right arm. 


Two flags 
were also

employment.

whether his dissatisfaction

on just grounds or not, he cau leave 
whenever he pleases, and no one has 
a right to ask his reasons. 
The em- 


ployer must be equally free. 
To say 


that he shall keep a man that he 
does not want to keep is revolution- 
ary. 
Such a law ifpassed 
would be 


inoperative. 
Itwould not result in 


the slightest change in the actions 
of employers. 
It transgresses 
the 


fundamental principles of individual 
liberty. Ifthe billis ever pressed 
to a vote, it willbe interesting

vote for future guidance

Some of the members of the soliciting 


committee appointed by the fire com- 
pany for the purpose of raising funds 
to liquidate 
tho indebtedness 
of $500 


incurred in the construction of the new 
fire house and 
the installation of the 


alarm system 
were around 
this week. 
They were interviewing the principal 
property 
holders first. 
There 
is a 


strong sentiment 
against 
the idea of 


those at the hoad of an organization of 
this character making improvements — 


no matter how much they are needed — 


to the extent of running heavily indebt 
with the expectation that' others, 
who 
had no part in the expenditure of the 
money or the creation of the debt, will 
meekly foot the bills..The fire com- 
pany's involvment has 
brought 
this 
evilprominently to the front, and it 
willbe a good thing ifitresults insuch 
steps being taken as willteach a much- 
needed lesson that those at the head of 
such affairs must learn toplan accord- 
ing to the means they have on hand. 
It ought ..to be made very uncom- 
fortable— inquasi-public as well as. in 
private matters— to pile up costs 
with- 


out the wherewith to pay. 
We will 


not discuss 
the utility of the recent 


venture in the direction of fire pro- 
tection. 
Upon that 
point there is 
ample room perhaps for a difference of 
opinion. 
But property-holders ' 


gen- 


erally should register 
a vigorous kick 
against being made the payees of debts, 
which they had no hand in creating, 
and the creation of which they did not 
and were never asked to authorize. 


Inthe office of the county clerk may 


be seen a complicated machine for add- 
ing figures. Itis called an arithmotor. 
Itis absolutely correct. Itis used by 
banks and other financial institutions 
inadding up columns of figures. 
The 


work is merely mechanical on the part 
of the operator, and involves no men- 
tal strain whatever. 
The work simply 


consists in touching 
the keys repre- 


senting 
figures, 
arranged 
after the 


style of a typewriter. 
The machine 


does the rest. Ifthe proper keys are 
touched 
there is no possibility of a 


mistake. 
The machine has been left 
with the clerk on trial, withthe possi- 
bility that' the county willpurchase 
one. 
The treasurer and auditor have 


been going over thecolumns of figures 
inthe treasurer's books withthe object 
of testing their correctness. 
The ma- 


chine 
was invented some 
years ago, 
and is placed 
on the market 
by a 


Chicago company. 
The inventor be- 


came insane instudying out the prob- 
lem, and was sent to an insane asylum. 
He recovered his mental equilibrium, 
and returned to his problem, with the 
outcome 
of perfecting 
the machine. 


Of course there is a big fortune in the 
contrivance;
